SIBERIAN IRIS 


These iris take more moisture than tall bearded. 
Shipment will be made in early fall, to permit them 
to re-establish. Set the plants deeper, and mulch 
the first winter. Let the clumps grow for four or 
five years without disturbing. Their blooming sea- 
son is about the time of the late tall bearded iris, the 
flowers are smaller, but have great substance, and 
thus are long lasting in the gardén or when cut. 
We have the majority of the newer Siberians list- 
ed, such as China Blue, May Morning, Tonawanda 
Red Flare, etc., not available for sale until 1951, but 
will book your order on request for spring shipping.

This mulch can be worked 
in after spring growth starts, and is ideal for soil 
improvement. We have added wood and coal 
ashes to heavy clay, also sand to break it up, and 
top dressed the soil liberally with peat moss, well 
rotted manure or compost. Spurias are one of the 
most valuable of flowers for line arrangements or 
corsage work.

We do not send out “pieces” or “snips of plants,” 
as one customer described plants purchased else- 
where. Ours are of good size and well developed. 
By actual test we have found that hemerocallis will 
grow in almost any type of soil, whether dry or 
moist, and in full sun to fairly heavy shade. The 
best plant growth, however, and the most bloom, 
with best color and size, is produced when plants 
are grown in fairly rich, moist soil, in full sun 
to light shade. The deep red, wine or so-called 
purple tones are brought out best in partial shade. 

Mulch heavily first winter and for fertilizing we 
recommend well rotted barnyard manure or com- 
mercial cow or sheep manure. Peat moss or com- 
posted soil, worked in around the plant at time of 
setting, will aid greatly in fast, new root growth. 

For those not familiar with Hemerocallis (Day- 
lilies) we will be glad to make up a good collection 
of 10 plants, full season of bloom and good color 
range, unlabeled as to variety, for $3.00. Labeled, 
and including a good red or pink, $4.00. These 
are worth almost twice the collection price. 


ORIENTAL POPPIES — 


The plants we offer are all one to two-year-old 
well developed roots that, given care, should bloom 
the first year. Plant in good garden soil, deeply 
spaded, finely broken up, using peat moss or com- 
posted soil close in about the root. Set with crown
